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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Species B, Fig. 5, claim 1, in the reply filed on 02/20/2007 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 2-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 02/20/2007. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains phrases that can 
be implied, such as, "The present invention" and "This disclosure". Correction is 
required. See underlined portion below for further guidance. Also see MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," 'The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The substitute specification filed 03/03/2004 has not been entered because it 
does not conform to 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) because: the substitute specification does 
not include markings showing changes. For example, the "Summary of the Invention" 
paragraph present in the original specification is missing from the specification mailed 
03/03/2004 and there are no strike-through markings to indicate this. Also, the 
appropriate section headings, e.g. "Summary of the Invention", "Brief Description of the 
Drawings", etc. have been deleted with no corresponding strike-though markings. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter 
or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefore, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because it is drawn to non-statutory 
subject matter. In claim 1, line 2, applicant positively recites part of a human, i.e. "that is 
surgically implanted". Thus claim 1 includes a human within their scope and are 
non-statutory. 

A claim directed to or including within its scope a human is not considered to be 
patentable subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101. The grant of a limited, but exclusive 
property right in a human being is prohibited by the Constitution. In re Wakefield, 422 
F.2d 897, 164 USPQ 636 (CCPA 1970). 

Applicant should amend claim 1, line 2, to recite, for example, "configured to be 
surgically implanted", "capable of being surgically implanted", or "adapted to be 
surgically implanted". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Blunn et al. 
(WO 01/78614). 

Blunn et al. disclose a prosthesis comprising a rod with a length much greater 
than its diameter (FIGS. 1 and 2) that can be surgically implanted and can be expanded 
in length without new surgery. The rod is in combination with a magnetic apparatus that 
is external to the patient's body (ref. #6) and generates a magnetic field that interacts 
with the magnet (ref. #8) in the prosthesis. A mechanism (ref. #9/#6) transforms the 
motion of the magnet in the prosthesis relative to other parts of the prosthesis into an 
expansion of the length of the prosthesis. There is a means to rotate the magnetic field 
(claim 2). 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. See the attached form PTO-892 for other prior art relevant to the 
current application. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.
